CHOCTAW FAGTIONS 
Threaten to Fight—Cause of the Trouble in 
the Recent Election. 


Paris, Tex., Mareh 27.—The situation of 
affairs at Antlers, Choctaw nation, is re- 
garded as critical, and it is feared that 
nothing can prevent a conflict today. A 
militia force of thiry men camped near the 
town, waiting for reinforcements, which 
are hurrying to them, and will raise their 
force to 200 men. They claim to have a 
process for V. M. Locke and Albert Jack- 
son, citizens of Antlers, who were leaders 
in the Jackson party in the recent guberna- 
torial fight, but were defeated by Jones.

A HEAVY RUN ON THE BANKS 


Is Promptly Mot by All the Stronger 
Institutions, 


TWO SMALL ONES FAIL TO OPEN,. 


But There Is Every Reason to Believe 
They're All Rigbt- Many Deposits 
Withdrewn, but More Deposited. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 27 .—(Special.)— 
This has been a panicky day in Nashville. 

The unexpected failure of the Commercial 
National bank, which was thought to be 
a most substantial institution, on Saturday 
afternoon, aroused considerable excitement 
but it was thought that it would be allayed 
by this morning. The day of rest, however, 
served only to assist in the spreading of all 
sorts of rumors involving other banks. The 
officers of these institutions, however, 
were not to be caught napping and wired 
their correspondents. with the result that 
probably not less than $2,000,000 in cur- 
rency was received by express last night 
and this morning. 

The national banks were, of course, all 
solvent but not prepared for a hevy run by 
depositors. : 

Chief of Police Clack detailed all the day 
force on duty near the banks which are 
mostly located on College street near 
Union. People began to gather at an early 
hour this morning and by 9 o'clock the side- 
walks on each side of the street were 
crowded, some of the people being deposi- 
tors anxious to draw their money, and others 
simply @ghtseers. i 

The Hour of Nine. 

When the clocks in the banks pointed out 
the hour of 9 o'clock, the doors of the Fist, 
Fourth, American National, Merchants, the 
Mechanics’ Savings bank and Trust Com- 
pany, and the Union Bank and Trust Com- 
pany on Coflege street, and the City Savings 
bank, Capital City bank, and 
Nashville Safe Deposit Trust and 
Banking Company on Union street, 
promptly threw open their doors 
for business. The bank of Com- 
merce, a state institution, however, did not 
open up, and this tended to increase the 
uneasiness, and a few minutes later the 
directors of the Mechanics’ bank issued a 
notice that as a precautionary measure in 
view of the feverish condition in monetary 
matters, the bank would enfroce the rule 
requiring sixty days’ notice of withdrawal 
of deposits. The bank had ample money to 
meet the usual demands, but, of course, 
did not carry enough money in its vaults 
to pay all depositors in twenty-four hours. 
The notice concluded: The directory as- 
sures the public that the business of the 
bank is in a sound and safe condition and 
will keep its doors open and continue to 
do business as usual, save that sixty days’ 
notice of withdrawals will be required for 
the present. It having been rumored that 
this bank has sustained a loss by the sus- 
pension of the Commercial National bank, 
we desire to deny said rumor 
and state that the same is 
not true. The Commercial Nation- 
al bank does not owe this bank one dollar.“ 

The Bank of Commerce in the meantime 
had made an assignment. It seems that 
it had been losing deposits for several days 
and the officers realized Saturday that sus- 
pension would be necessary and had kept 
special lists of Saturday's deposits which 
will be returned. Cashier J. N. Brooks - 
states if creditors would settle up, the bank 
will pay the stockholders dollar for dollar. 

The Bank's Condition. 

Following is a statement of the bank's. 
condition: Assets, notes discounted, $76,- 
000; real estate and cash, $21,700, making 
a total of $97,700. 

Liabilities—Capital stock paid in, $27,500; 
deposits, savings account, $14,000; deposits, 
special account, $15,000; general deposits, 
$19,000; profit and loss, $22,200; total, $97,- 
700. 


* 


In the meantime there was an interesting 
scene being enacted at all the other banks, 


and that the fears of its depositors were 
groundless was proven by the noble manner 
in which it stood the pressure. 

At all the banks there were a few small 
depositors who nervously drew checks for 
the amount of deposits, and eagerly clutched 
the bills as they were thrust out by the 
teller. At the American National bauk 
there were piles of billa, $3,000 to the pile, 
extending along a fifty-foot counter, while 
heaped up in plain sight in the vault doors 
were several bushels of bills. This bank did 
not suffer. Cashier A. W. Harris says its 
available resources were greater at the close 
of the day than in the morning. 

At the Fourth National, the First National 
and the Capital City bank the counters were 
piled up with more money than most Nash- 
ville people had ever seen before, while great 
baskets full were seen sitting in the vault 
doors ready for use. Some of the smaller 
depositors made a run on the First National 
bank and kept the teller busy, but no very 
large amounts were drawn. Two deposits 
were made, however, which aggregated 
$200,000. 

A Feeling of Confidence. 

The feeling tonight is that all trouble is 
now over. Many of the people who drew 
their money at once deposited in some other 
bank, and in one instance a deposit of 
$8,000, withdrawn from the American Na- 
tional bank was returned within an hour. 
Wilbur Durr, cashier of the City Savings 
hank, says the n withdraw- 
als by $8,000. esident Sparry. of the 
Merchants bank, says no more trouble is 
expected; the deposTis had exceeded with- 
drawals and he had more money on hand 
than in the morning. President Fite. of 
the Safety Deposit Company. said only a 
few accounts had been withivirawn. ['-<s- 
ident Platter. of the Capital City bank. said 
it had been a tough day in Nashville, and 
he thought the excitement was over. His 
bank did about the ustial day’s business. 
President S. J. Keith, of the Fourth Na- 
tional said the bank’s deposits wore 
very much ip excess of the amount checked 
out. the bank was never better able 
to take care of ita customers.

Petitions to Be Filed Until the Regular 
Session—The Injunction of Secrecy. 


Washington, March 27.—The presentation 
of petitious at the present extraordinary 
session of the senate was stopped today at 
_the suggestion of Mr. Gorman, and these 
petitions that may be received hereafter 
are to be filed with the secretary of the 
.genate to be presented at the next regular 
session. The question as to the admission 
of the three men appointed as senators from 
the states of Montana, Wyoming and 
Washington. was submitted in the shape of 
majority reports from the common privi- 
leges and elections in favor of their right 
to seats—the minority reports against the 
right to be presented tomorrow. 

A very positive denial was made by Mr. 

Call, of a newspaper -paragraph, stating 
that he had been criticising President Cleve- 
land in the corridors and elevators of the 
capito] in connection with appointments to 
office. 
Mr. Chandler offered two resolutions, 
which went over till tomorrow. one calling 
on the secretary of the treasury for copies 
of orders, regulations, manifests and cer- 
tificates prepared and issued in execution 
of the immigration act of March 3. 1803. and 
the othed.instructing the committée on im- 
migration to inguire into the condition and 
character of alien emigrants and into the 
working of the new immigration law with 
power to sit during recess and to send for 
persons and papers, 

The resolution heretofore offered by Mr. 
Call in relation to the commission author- 
ized. by the last legislat've ap- 
propriation bill to examine iato the 
civil service of the executive branches of the 
goverpment was called up. The gommis- 
sion consists of three senators and three 
representatives of the present congress ap- 
pointed by the two presiding officers of the 
last congress and the resolution declares 
that provision of the law to be in derogation 
of the constitutiona] rights. power and pre- 
rogatives of each house., to be otherwise 
violative of the constitution and to be ab- 
solutely null and void. Mr. Call address- 
ed the senate in elahoration of the princi- 
ple declared in the resolutions, and at the 
close of bis remarks, Mr. Harris suggested 
that the resolution be referred to the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections. 

It was stated, however, by Mr. Allison 
that some senators desired to speak on the 
resolution as it was, therefore, passed over 
without action. 

The senate then proceeded to executive 
session business and soon adjourned. 

The Executive Session. 


The senate was in executive session this | 
morning for upwards of an hour, and the 
greater part of that time was consumed 
in a discussion relative to the release of 
the injunction of secrecy on the treaty 
with Russia that was recently ratified by 
the senate.

The Macon Board of Trade. 


Macon, Ga., March 27.—(Sgecial.)—The 
board of trade held a meeting today 
to railroad rates, preparatory to 
the meeting of the state railway commission 
tomorrow at Atlanta to hear the petition 
of the rail for an advance in local 
freight rates.

The board passed the following resolu- 
tions: 

Whereas, nearly all of the railroads of Geor- 
gia are in the hands of receivers; and, where- 
ag the repressive railroad policy of the state 
has resulted in the enforcement of rates that 
our most reputable railroad men declare as 
inadeguate to the payment of any returns 
upon the capital invested in railroads, and in 
many cases to the omen of fixed charges; 
and whereas the policy of the state as shown 
iu the almost universal bankruptcy of its 
railroads is not only preventing capital from 
coming into the state but is actually driving it 
out; and whereas, as rates of freight that will 
not pay fair returns when enforced by the 
state are unjust to the railroads and injurious 
rather than beneficial to the public through 
the development of corporate and private 
credit, therefore, be it, 

Resolved. By the Macon board of trade, 
That in view of the general. railroad situation 
in the state, and the pending application of 
the rallroads to the railroad commission fer 
an advance in rates, that the railroad commis- 
sion is respectfully urged to earnestly consider 
such — cation and to grant the same if 
the evidence submitted to the commission 
justifies the advance. f 

Resloved. That in granting such advance the 
commission is also urged to consider the ques- 
tion of equality in rates as affecting different 
communities similarly Situated.

Since this cause is entirely 
free to all in connection with railroad ser- 
vice, whether members of the department 
or not, I would like to ask that our em- 
ployes, so far as they can, should attend.”

East Wall street, by Dr. W. Perrin Nic- 
olson. The subject is “Fractures, Differ- 
ent Kinds of Fracture; How to Detect 
Fracture; How to Handle Persons Suffer- 
ing from Fracture.“ Dr. Nicolson will 
make this subject very plain and interest- 
ing, using bones, charts, etc., to demon- 
strate.

If not it was hauled up and down the road 
until he did meet it- And now the people 
kick if they haven't got union passenger 
depots and a telegraph station every three 
miles, with silk furnishings and silver-plated

The Showery Month Will Be Fall of 
Smiles This Year, 


IF THE USUAL AVERAGE HOLDS GOOD. 


Something About the Month of April for 
the Past Fourteen Years—It May 
Snow Yet. 


The outlook for fine weather in April is 
a pleasing one and everything indicates 
that the month of tearg has not been ap- 
propriately named. 

An average of Aprils for the past four- 
teen years leads to the belief that not only 
Easter Sunday will be pretty and fair, but 
that the succeeding days will be the regu- 
lation soft and balmy springtide occurances. 

The average normal temperature for the 
fourteen Aprils is, according to the data fur- 
nished by the weather bureau, 61.4. But 
it will not be too late for snow until after 
the 15th of April at the longest. The 
average number of cloudless days during 
the time taken .into consideration was 
twelve days, and the average number of 
partly cloudy days is the same. The cloudy 
days were six. es 

The average date of the last killing 
frost in spring is March 23d, so that we 
are safely past the dead line, to all appear- 
ances, as far as frost is concerned. 

Below is the report of Mr. C. S. Grogas, 
of the weather bureau, in full: 

United States Department of Agriculture, 
Weather Bureau, Atlanta, Ga., March 25, 
1893.—The chief of the weather bureau directs 
the publication of the following data, compiled 
from the record of observations for the month 
of April, taken at this station during a pe- 
riod of fourteen years. 

It is believed that the facts thus set forth 
will prove of interest to the public, as well 
as the special student, showing as they do 
the average and extreme conditions of the 
more importaiit meteorological elements and 
the range within which such variations may 
be expected to keep during any corresponding 
month.

| A Step Forward. 

It is to be hoped that when the bond 
election ig held, on the 13th of April, 
the citizens of Fulton county will vote 
solidly in favor of the proposed issue of 
$600,000 in bonds for the purpose of 
building a new courthouse, jail and re- 
formatory. 

This money will ‘not be needlessly ex- 
pended, nor will it add to the volume of 
our taxes. We made the mistake of 
erecting a courthouse and a jail so ut- 
terly inadequate that the county speedily 
outgrew them, and for several years we 
have been seriously inconvenienced. Our 
grand juries have repeatedly urged the 
erection of new public buildings, and the 
good people of the community have de- 
cided that a reformatory for our juvenile 
criminals is a necessity. . 

Our readers will see that, with our 
rapidly growing population, and the in- 
creasing value of our property, the issue 
of $600,000 in bonds is a small raatter. 
Financiers who have looked into the 
matter express the opinion that the bonds 
will not increase our tax rate, and the 
probability is that we can go ahead and 
erect public buildings worthy of our 
county without feeling the expense. 

It will be genuine economy and pro- 
gress to vote for the ‘bonds. It will be 
cheaper to build a courthouse, jail and 
reformatory that will meet our wants in 
the future than to stick to our old policy 
of building small and temporary edifices. 
Fulton has more than one hundred 
thousand population now, and in a few 
years will have 200,000. We must pro- 
vide for the transaction of public business 
or abolish some of our courts and turn our 
prisoners loose. 


The Movement of Population. 

Speaking of foreign immigrants and 
their choice of homes, The New York Sun 
says: 

Look at a few figures. Of the 375,000 imml- 
grants who landed at this port last year only 
166 were bound to South Carolina, 259 to 
North Carolina, 299 to Georgia, 297 to Ala- 
bama, 342 to Florida, 388 to Tennessee, 358 to 
Arkansas, 551 to Louisiana, 323 to Virginia 
and 201 to Mississippi. Thus it will be seen 
that much less than one-hundredth part of the 
immigrants who came here last year went to 
these ten great and fertile and attractive 
states. Not far from one-half of the whole 
remained here in New York, while the great 
majority of the other half were bound to the 
western states and to three of the New Eng- 
land states. To Illinois there went 28, 080; 
to Michigan, 9,039; to Wisconsin, 7,749; to 
Iowa, 5,948, and to Minnesota, 9,802. To the 
well populated state of Massachusetts there 
went 15,219; to the populous little Connecticut, 
8,189, and to Rhode Island, 2,814. There were 
more of the immigrants of last year boung 
to Montana than to Arkansas, more to Neva- 
da than to Florida, more Vermont than to 
Louisiana. ‘ 

The Boston Herald also has an inter- 
esting article on the same line, in which 
the statement is made that, during the 
past 100 years, population has moved 
westward at the rate of 5.05 miles a year, 
or seventy-three feet a day—a yard an 
hour, with a foot thrown in each day for 
good measurement. 

Why does this movement continue, and 
why is it mainly confined to the northern 
half of the union? The Sun thinks it 
very remarkable that the south, with her 
advantages, has failed to attract setttlers 
enough to cause the centér of population 
to shift this way instead of westward, 
and suggests that we should find out 
the reason. 

Briefly, the explanation is simply this: 
The south has never made an organized, 
systematic effort to secure immigration. 
She has been backward in advertising her 
resources, and she has been misrepresent- 
ed throughout the world by the busy 
pens of unfriendly northern writers. 
Until the advent of the present adminis- 
tration, it has been feared for many 
years that force bills and other oppres- 
sive federal laws would retard our pro- 
gress. Even now when the south is un- 
hampered by the old, unfavorable con- 
ditions, the outside world will be slow 
to see the change in the situation. It 
will take at least a generation to correct 
the misrepresentation of the past, and 
bring the truth to the front. 


Some Startling Inventions. 

The other day we called attention to 
an alleged invention in Europe, by which 
wood may be spun into yarn and woven 
into cloth as durable as cotton. Right on 
the heels of this, we had a description 
of the new long-distance writing machine. 

These two inventions are startling 
enough, but there arg others fully as 
noteworthy. For instance, The Baltimore 
Manufacturers’ Record has a letter from 


Savannah which contains the following 


item: 

This city possesses_a most unique manu- 
facturing establishment, the only one of its 
kind in the world, where cotton-seed oil is 
manufactured by a secret process into rub- 
ber—not a substitute, but bona fide rubber; 
such, at least, some of the best experts 
have pronounced the product of the factory 
to be. Nobody knows anything about what is 
inside the factory with the exception of a 
very few ignorant negroes. Nobody is admit- 
ted. The bare facts alone are known that 
crude cotton-seed oil from the oil mill, cost- 
ing about 50 cents a gallon, or about $135 per 
ton, Is carted in five-ton lots, and that tons 
of rubber worth about $1 per pound, or $2,000 
per ton, are carted out and shipped to a very 
prominent rubber dealer and manufacturer 
‘of Boston. 

This is apparently well veuched for, 
but people will wait for more informa- 
tion before giving it full credence. If 


the cotton plant is to furnish the world 


with clothing, olive oil, butter and India 


rubber, it strikes us that, in the near 
future its cultivation will be more profit- 
able than ever. 
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under the pressure of a bullet that 
wearer would be killed or stunned, 
long range, however, it is a perfect 
shield. 


The fact that these items appear in 


advance of the Ist of April will cause 

them to be favorably received, but they 

are almost too wonderful for belief. 
Self-Constituted Guardians. 

It is curious how many silly newspaper 
editors have picked up the notion that 
they are the special guardians of Mr. 
Cleveland. Their mental vision is awry 
on this particular subject. They can 
think and dream of nothing else. The 
Constitution can hardly make a casual 


comment on any event, or seriously dis- 


cuss a public question, but some or all 
of this little posse of editors, who think 
they are the guardians of Mr. Cleveland, 
promptly begin to turn the crank of their 
squeak machines and cry out that we 
are oppressing the administration, trying 
to pull it down; endeavoring to make 
alrangements for it to disappoint the 
people. ö 

Of course, the little fellows do not 
know what they are doing. They run 
along in the little ruts they have worn 
smooth, and they don’t know what is 
going on beyond them. Whatever is 
broad, simple and direct is beyond their 
comprehension. They are always on the 
hunt for chicanery and intrigue. Like 
the old maids of Lickskillet, they are 
always hunting for a man under the bed, 
doubting the evidences of their own 
senses when they fail to find him, and 
crying out in their waking dreams that 
he is surely there. 

Measuring every movement and every 
motive by their own Liliputian gauge, 
these self-constituted guardians of the 
president have come to the conclusion 
that every democrat who, for reasons 
of expediency, opposed the nomination 
of Mr. Cleveland must now oppose his 
administration, either openly or secretly, 
in order to be consistent. 

If the president sharéd in such opinions, 
we should shortly have an end of party 
harmony, for his administration would 
be devoted to paying off his friends and 
humiliating those whom he regarded as 
his enemies. But, fortunately for the 
party—and for the country, too—Mr. 
Cleveland is not cast in the Liliputian 
mold. His mind is broad, and his vision 
clear. He understands the situation—no 
man better. He knows that the demo- 
crats who opposed his renomination, on 
account of his defeat in 1888, were look- 
ing to the future of their party. He 
knows, too, that no members of the party 
made more strenuous efforts to secure 
his election than those who had opposed 
his renomination, and he knows, too, that 
they are just as anxious for the success 


-of his administration as those who urged 


his nomination, 

If he knows anything about the antics 
of the little fellows who are trying to 
create the impression that they are his 
guardians, he must have a profound con- 
tempt for them, for their attitude mis- 
represents both his character and his 
motives. He has demonstrated, in the 
most conspicuous-manner, that he does 
not regard with suspicion those democrats 
who opposed his nomination. More than 
this, he is credited with betraying a 
hesitation about bestowing office on those 
who were most blatant in his support 
that shows a keen appreciation of some 
of the most striking traits of human 
nature. 


Silver in England. 

When Mr. Goschen offered some re- 
marks in favor of bimetallism recently, 
Editor Godkin tilted his plug hat a little 
farther to one side and dismissed the 
arguments of the British statesman with 
one word—‘“Jargon.” 

We sincerely believe that Editor God- 
kin was sincere, for it is impossible not 
to believe chat the common sense of 
the financial question is jargon to those 
who close their ears and shut their eyes 
to the facts. But bimetallism is already 
an important issue in Great Britain, and 
its importance will become overwhelming 
before very long. One phase of the 
situation—the effect of the disuse and 
depreciation of silver on the cotton 
trade—is sufficient to mold in England 
a public sentiment in favor of bimetal- 
lism that will prove to be irresistible. 
It was the manufacturers who whipped 
the fight in favor of free trade, and it 
will be the manufacturers (aided this 
time by the farmers) who will compel 
the British government to remonetize 
silver. 

The situation in that country is full of 


interest. In 1874, the year after the | 


demonetization of silver in the United 
States, the total exports of yarn from 
the mills of India to China and Japan 
amounted to only one million pounds. 
In 1875 silver fell 3 pence an ounce, 
and India’s exports of yarns expanded at 
once to five million pounds. In 1880, 
there was a further fall of 5 pence an 
ounce, and India’s 5,000,000 pounds be- 
came 25,000,000. Silver continued to fall, 
and, in 1885, the 25,000,000 became 75,- 
000,000; in 1889, 127,0000, 000, and, in 
1891, 165,000,000. 7 

It is only u question of time when 
Lancashire will find the profitable mar- 
kets of China and Japan closed to it, and 
the fact that the closing process is going 
on now is at the bottom of the bimetallic 
movement in England. 

Now, whatever depresses the cotton 
trade of Great Britain has a depressing 
effect on the price of American cotton. 


The shoe that pinches the British manu- 


facturer causes the American producer to 
limp. 

There is no way out of the trouble ex- 
cept through the road pointed out by the 


democratic platform the free coinage , 


of both gold and silver, with no discrimi- 
nation against either metal, 
Some of the impracticable or pretended 
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selected good and true men, who will be 


fully equal to the responsibilities of their 


new positions. 

While these nominations will be ap- 
proved by the democrats of Georgia, it 
is only simple justice to say that the un- 
successful candidates for these three 
offices are men of worth and ability, and, 
if they had been nominated, the result 
would have been as satisfactory as the 
present selections will be. If we con- 
gratulate the winners in the race, we 
can do it all the more heartily because 
we believe that the losers will, in due 
time, be called to positions of honor and 
profit. They are all good democrats, and 
Mr. Cleveland must have found it difficult 
to choose between them. 


A Vicious Slander. 

The goldbug organs profess to very 
friendly to the new administration, and 
yet in the columns of these organs we 
find the only serious attack that has 


vet been mad@ on Mr. Cleveland from 


any quarter. It is an attack that is not 
the less serious because it is veiled. 

It comes in the nature of information 
about the senate finance committee, and 
the knife is supposed. to be very deftly 
concealed. “Senator Vest,” it is stated, 
“is supposed to be veering around to the 
anti-silver people, who are confident that 
he will eventually favor a bill re 
pealing the Sherman law. He is dealing 
out patronage to the exclusion of his col- 
league, Senator Cockrell, and of the 
Missouri delegation in the house.” 

Of course, the charge here is, on the 
face of it, that Senator Vest has sold 
out for the sake of dealing out patronage. 

The statement goes on to say that 
“Senator Voorhees is also thought to be 
willing to carry out the pledges of the 
democratic platform regarding the repeal 
of the Sherman law. The recent nomi- 
nation of his relative, Mr. Risley, as 
minister to Denmark, was certainly not 
displeasing to him.“ 

The difficulty with this statement is 
that it goes too far. It is tod strong for 
the average democratic stomach. The 
charge, in effect, is that two prominent 
democratic senators have been bribed 
into changing their opmions on the silver 
question. But it goes deeper. If they 
have been bribed, there has also been a 
briber. If they have sold out, there 
must also have been a purchaser. 

The attack is no less on Mr. Cleveland 
than it is on the two senators, and it 


is as vicious in its conception as anything 


we have lately seen in print. 

Of course, the charge is false from be- 
ginning to end. There are no free-coinage 
senators for sale, and, if there were, 
Mr. Cleveland would scorn to buy such 
cattle. We have referred to the slander, 
not to deny it—for it needs no denial— 
but to present it to our readers as an 


apt illustration of the methods of those 


who are trying to carry out the plans of 
the gold sharks and money lenders.

‘Admitted. 


THE FUNDS WERE CUT SHORT, 


And This Compelled the Military Advisory 
Roard to Cut Short the Encampment. 
It Wm Be Late This Year. 


Just half the military forces of the state 
will be admitted to the state encampment 
this year. * : 

That was the verdict of the military ad- 
visory board held yesterday morning at the 
statehouse. 

It was the first time the board has ever 
had under consideration the matter of plan- 
ning for the holding of the encampment this 
year with the appropriation for the same so 
frightfully cut down as was done by the last 
session of the general assembly. 

For reasons like these the . was 
one of the most important the state military 
advisory board has ever held. It was for 
the express pu e of determi how the 
money allowed by the state should be spent 
this year. 

There was hardly a quorum of the mem- 
bers of the board present in the office of the 
adjutant general when the meeting was 
called to order, those in attendance being 
Adjutant General Kell, Quartermaster Gen- 
eral West, Colonel Wight, Colonel Garrard, 
of Savannah; 1 Yancey, of Athens, 
and Colonel eman, secretary of the 
board, of Macon. 

There are two vacancies in the board, 
anyhow, recently oceurring, those of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Calhoun, of Atlanta, and 
Colonel Irwin, of Washington. 

A Longer Time. 

It was decided by the members of the 
board present to have but half of the mil- 
itary boys of the state in the camp this year, 
and to have those who are admitted there 
for a longer time. 

There were a number ofcompanies not de- 
siring to enter the camp. e regiment 
around Albany did not want to go into camp, 
nor did Colonel Garrard’s command, of Sa- 
vannah. There was an indifference on the 
pert of several other companies and some 

attalions about entering, and after a very

By allowing half of the forces to go into 
camp this year and the other half next year 
the board will be able to give all of the sol- 
diers a better schooling in the arts of war- 
fare and soldiery by keeping them longer in 
camp at atime. It has always been a very 
serious trouble with the camp that a com- 
pany was there just long enough to get the 
idea of a thing when the small fund for de- 
fraying expenses would compel the authori- 
ties to lead the companies away before they 
had fully learned what they should have 
been taught. :

Dr. E. H. Barnett Offloiating - Many Beau- 
ti ui Floral Designs—The Inter- 
ment Was at Westview, 


On one of the central hills of Westview 
cemetery, in a grave lined with beautiful 
evergreens and guarded at its foot by n su- 
perb representation of Gates Ajar, the 
body of Mrs. W. W. Boyd was lovingly low: 
ered to rest yesterday morning. 5 

There stood by the grave, which was 
cheated of ite terror by the flowers which 
concealed the dark and gloomy walls, a cloud 
of friends who had been the companions of 
her gentle spirit during the period of her res- 
idence in this city. The superabundance of 
flowers was such that the idea of death was 
completely overcome and the flow of sorrow 
was almost instantly checked in the pres- 
ence of a scene which expressed more of the 
beauty of heaven than the sorrow of earth.

Naa Mrs. Hammond Really Got Any of 
Redwine’s Money in Her Posses- 
sion?’—Her Condition. 


Mrs. Hammond was bound over yester- 


day afternoon by Judge Gaston, United 
States commissioner, in the sum of $2,500. 
which bond, it seems, Mrs, Hammond is 
unable to give. She sent for her father and 
he may do something towards getting her 
out of jail. 

The case of Mrs, Jeannette Hammond, 
who is charged with having in her posses- 
sion some of the money taken from the 
vaults of the Gate City National bank by 
Redwine, was taken up yesterday after- 
noon. It only required ten minutes to dis- 
pose of the matter. 

Mrs. Hammond was present, and looked 
exceedingly well, although the effects of 
her recent dissipation were very plainly 
visible on her face. She was well dressed, 
appeared chipper and bright. a condition 
which bore a remarkable contrast to her 
first appearance before the United States 
commissioner, at which time ‘she was ia 
a state of intoxication bordering on the 
maudlin, 

Mr. Hubert Caiberson, one of Mrs. 
Hammond's attorneys, announced to Judge 
Gaston that the defense would not offer 
any testimony, but requested that in light 
of Mrs. Mammond’s condition, her weak 
state of health and mind, that the bond be 
made a very light one in order that she 
might possibly give it. Captain Jackson, 
counsel for the prosecution, also made a few 
remarks bearing upon the case. 

After hearing both gentlemen Judge Gas- 
ton bound Mrs. Hammond over to the 
United States court in the sum of $2,500. 

After disposing of the Hammond matter 
the case of the negro, Lem, Harris, was 
taken up and quickly concluded. He was 
released. 

But with all that has been done toward 
implicatin Hammond in the Redwine 
matter it if stil] not very clear that she has 
any of the bank’s money. 

A number of witnesses swore that Mrs. 
Hammond had told them, or that they had 
heard her say, that she had some of the 
Redwine money. It was brought out in 
the direct examination, also, that she was 
drunk, or under the influence of some opi- 
ate, when she made the statements. 

Witnesses testified that she had called on 
Redwine, and was attempting to aid him in 
his escape; but there was further evidence 
to the effect that other parties had reached 
Redwine before Mrs, Hammond did. If 
Mrs. Hammond’s condition, when she ap- 
peared before Judge Gaston for the first 
time, is to be taken as a criterion of her 
usual N she is not to be believed under 
arth circumstances.

Dr. J. William Jones, of 
Atlanta, was at the train when it came in 
from New Orleans at midday, and he urged 
upon Mayor Ellison this request. 

The mayor replied that so far as his per- 
sonal feelings were concerned it would give 
him pleasure to gratify the wishes of the 
citizens of Montgomery aud_Atlanta. 

“It is a question to be decided by Mrs. 
Davis,“ he stated. “I shall go on to New 
York and see her within the next forty-eight 
hours. The selection of the route and the 
requests of the two cities 1 will present to 
her and her wishes will control, of course. 

“I want to — the arrangements as 
soon as possible. Mrs. Davis will also de- 
termine the time for the removal, but that 
will most likely be at an early date now.” 

Dr. Jones and Governor Northen im- 
pressed on him the desire of the people of 
Atlanta to have the body lie in state, and 
pointed out that the capitol is near the depot. 
Atlanta would pay military honors and the 
event would be memorable. 

All the ceremonies incidental to the re 
moval of Mr. Davis’s remains in New Or- 


leans are left to the direction of General 


Glynn, as commander of the Louisiana V 
division, United Confederate Veterans, and 
General Glynn will name the escort to ac- 
company the remains to Richmond. 

Lee Come Confederate Veterans, in Rich- 
mond, will have entire charge of all arrange 
ments in Richmond. 

The Jefferson Davis Monument Associa- 
tion will arrange for the transportation of 
the remains. 

The body is now in a vault in Metaire cem- 
etery at New Orleans. The final interment 
will be in Hollywood cemetery, Richmond. 

Floral offerings will be made along the en- 
tire route, bells will be tolled and cannons 
fired, and all the honors, military and civil, 
will be paid the illustrious dead.
